30th ANNIVERSARY MEDAL

The 1991 NCNA medal is the fifth ina series issued by Northern 
California Numismatic Association. The medals have been issued 
every five years starting with the tenth anniversary convention 
ie ty ge ee 


The obverse features a spectacular view of the bay from the cor- 
ner of Hyde and Lombard Streets. As the observer takes in the 
view of Alcatraz, with the Tiburon peninsula in the background, 
a cable car pulls over the rise, carrying its load of passengers 
from Ghirardelli Square to Chinatown, the Top of the Mark, Union 
Square, and Powell and Market Street. The reverse features the 
N.C.N.A. logo, a miner panning gold, adopted in 1961 and common 
to all of the medals in the series. 


People at the top of this hill are in fact treated to two famous 
Views. Looking eastward down Lombard Street, one views the most 
crooked street in the city, the renown spiral down the side of 
the hill to Leavenworth Street. 


The cable car line down Hyde Street is approximately 100 years 


Olas. For many years, this line was operated by the California 
Street Cable Car Company. As it does now, the line began at Bay 
and Hyde streets. The line continued past the power station on 


California and Hyde streets to O'Farrell. At O'Farrell, it made 
its one and only 9%0 degree turn, proceeding to the end of the 
line on Market Street. 


The line continued to operate until the California Street Cable 
CareLoes. Was sold ‘to sthe San Franctisco.Municipal- Rall way. enews 
the cable trom Market to California was torn up. fhe cable to 
Bay Street was initially retained to link the cable cars on the 
LAL LeoOrnra street line: With the. major repair tacilivy er oveson 
and Washington Streets. Once the Ghirardelli Square and Aquatic 
Park were opened, the Powell-Washington-Jackson line was merged 
with the old Hyde Street line to Bay Street to accommodate more 
Lottie: “traltic.: This is the line in service today. 


Fifty-five 39 millimeter medals were struck in fine silver, each 
weighing one troy ounce. Eight medals in 24 karat gold weighing 
1.54 troy ounces “not shown) were also struck. No ‘strikes in) cage 
metal were issued.
